More people, less food 


Pantries in tight spot 
with federai cutbacks 
and rising prices

As the holiday season approaches, food pan- 
tries across Chicago are noticing a trend: 
The number of people in need remains at 
near-record levels, while the amount of food 
they can provide is declining. 

People start lining up well before the Ir- 
ving Park Food Pantry opens at 9 a.m. each 
Wednesday. 

As the economy continues to languish, 
the lines have been getting longer, volun- 
teers said. 

September was a record month as far as 
the number of people seeking food at the 
pantry Executive Director John Psiharis 
said. 

“We keep breaking one record after anoth- 
er,” he said. According to statistics through 
October— before the pantry entered its tw'o 
busiest months of the year— it already was 
on par to serve more than its 2009 record 
level of 21,417 people. 

But providing the same amount of food is 
difficult, mainly because of federal cutbacks 
that have diminished the amount of food the 
pantries receive, according to the Greater 
Chicago Food Depository, the bank that 
provides food to a network of 650 pantries, 
soup kitchens and shelters. 

Commodity foods from the U.S. Depart-

ment of Agriculture — provided free to food 
banks such as the Food Depository— have 
been sharply reduced, said Januari Smith, 
spokeswoman for the Illinois Department 
of FTuman Services, 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, Illinois 
received 30.1 million pounds of food from 
the USD A, Smith said. 

This year, the state is on par to receive 


18.S million pounds — a 37.5 percent decrease, 
based on the 4.7 million pounds Illinois has 
received in the first quarter, she said. 

Rising food costs and the end of Ameri- 
can Recovery and Reinvestment Act funding 
helped contribute to the cuts, Smith said. 

As a result, the Greater Chicago Food 
Depository expects to distribute 8 million 
pounds fewer than the 69 million pounds of 


food it circulated between July i, 20:0, and 
June 30, according to spokesman Bob Dolgan, 

At the same time, the organization ex- 
pects to provide food for 5.1 million people 
in Cook County— just shy of the record 5.2 
million served between July i, 2009, and 
June 30, 2010, Dolgan said. 

“We^re really in a challenging situation 
this year,” Dolgan said.

Deficit panel a super failure 


The University of 
California at Davis has 
placed two police officers on 
administrative leave after video 
of them pepper-spraying non- 
violent protesters sparked 
outrage.

WASHINGTON After more than two 
months of talks, the congressional deficit- 
reduction committee looked set to concede fail- 
ure, unable to bridge deep partisan differences 
over taxes and spending going into the 2012 elec- 
tions. 

Republican and Democratic lawmakers cast 
doubt on any possibility of agreement in appear- 
ances on Sunday talk shows. Without some un- 
expected breakthrough, aides said, the 12-mem- 
ber bipartisan “super committee” will admit 
defeat Monday 

Some panel members appeared to be stepping 
up blame as the clock ticked toward an immi- 
nent deadline. 

They must vote on any deal by Wednesday but 
Monday is the deadline to have legislation writ- 
ten and presented to the entire committee. 

“Nobody wants to give up hope. Reality is, to 
some extent, starting to overtake hope,” Repre- 
sentative Jeb Hensarling, the panel’s Republican 
co-chairman, said on “Fox News Sunday” 

President Obama has avoided direct involve- 
ment in the talks after making his recommenda- 
tions in September. 

But a White House spokeswoman urged the 
panel to make the “tough choices” to complete 
its task— a package of at least $1.2 trillion in defi- 
cit reduction over the next decade. 

On NBC’s “Meet the Press” program, neither 
Republican Sen. Jon Kyi nor Democratic Sen. 
John Kerry gave any indication a deal was near. 
They stuck to their parties’ entrenched posi- 
tions and blamed the other side for deadlock. 

If the panel does not reach consensus, auto- 
matic spending cuts of $1.2 trillion over a decade 
are due to start in 2013. 


WHArSTHE ISSUE? 

The deadlock comes back to two fundamen- 
tal differences: Republican opposition to 
tax increases, particularly on the wealthiest 
Americans, and Democratic refusal to cut fed 
eral retirement and healthcare benefits with- 
out such tax increases.

The Bears won their fifth game in a row 
Sunday but suffered their biggest loss of 
the season in the process. 

Quarterback Jay Cutler broke the 
thumb on his throwing hand, an injtary 
expected to sideline him six to eight 
weeks, according to multiple sources. 
Surgery is an option, but the Bears have 
no immediate plans to place Cutler on in- 
jured reserve. He could return for a play- 
off run, provided the 7-3 Bears remain in 
the hunt with fourth-year player Caleb 
Hanie moving into the starting role. 

Cutler suffered the injury with 10 min- 
utes, 3 seconds left in the fourth quarter 
of the Bears’ 31-20 win over San Diego. 
He did it while attempting to tackle cor- 
nerback Antoine Cason following Cason’s 
interception. Cutler was blocked to the 
ground by Chargers linebacker Donald 
Butler. His hustle allowed Matt Forte to 
keep Cason from scoring, and the Char- 
gers failed to score after the turnover. 

“Maybe Jay’s biggest play of the game 
came on that interception, buying time 
for Matt Forte,” coach Lovie Smith said. 
“Who would have thought we’d be talk- 
ing about Matt Forte and Jay Cutler on a 
defensive play they made?” 

Cutler finished the game despite the 
injury 

Smith did not address Cutler’s injury 
after the game, saying the team had some 
“bumps and bruises” outside of long 
snapper Patrick Mannell/s significant 
Imee injury 

“But we came out of the game in pretty 
good shape,” Smith said. Cutler did not 
reveal anything about the injury, either, 
during his postgame news conference.

WINE 


White wines are more versatile than red with Thanks- 
giving dinner, and the wide range of dishes provides 
a good opportunity to try new things. Try bypassing 
the usual sauvignon blanc and pinot grigio in favor of 
aromatic whites such as Alsatian gewurztraminer or 
American viognier. The former tends to be spicy and 
occasionally a touch sweet, and plays well with sea- 
soned veggies, caramelized onions, and sweet pota- 
toes; the latter is heavy enough for dark turkey meat 
and starchy stuffing, but even domestic bottlings tend 
to be less exuberantly oaky than, say, many California 
chardonnays. 

One traditional red wine for this meal is beaujolais 
nouveau, a young, very fruity wine made from gamay 
I love beaujolais-villages (aged 
longer, a bit more mature with 
less fruit-punch characteristics) 
year-round, and the pairing works 
well because gamay is light on its 
feet, and low in tannins, which 
battle with vegetables and can 
overwhelm poultry Beaujolais 
can be served slightly chilled, too, 
and is a great red for white wine 
drinkers* Grapes such as pinot 
noir and grcnache also produce 
fruity, light- to medium -bo died 
wines that are flexible enough 
for 'i'hursday^s smorgasbord. Ask 
your local wine shop clerk what 
he or she has in the Cotes du 
Rhone department if you want a 
heavier, spicier red.

Host tip: Get your

My most important move when hosting din- 
ner? Getting people out of my kitchen! Set 
up a cocktail station in another room and 
encourage your friends to play bartender* 
It's a role reversal of hosting duties, but it 
works- prorni sc* My cocktail of choice is 
a turkey day take on the classic French 75, 
prettied up with homemade cranberry gin* 
The cocktail strikes a sweet- tart balance 
that pairs with a meal better than most stiff 
drinks. 

THE RECIPE 

In a shaker full of ice, combine 2 ounces 
cranberry-infused gin, 1/2 ounce lemon juice 
and 1 tablespoon simple syrup. Shake it, baby. 
Strain into a Collins glass half-full of ice, and 
top with brut champagne (anything inexpen- 
sive and not too sweet will do). Enjoy-but 
remember, this is a potent one! 


To make cranberry-infused gin 

Infusions require little precision, unlike bak- 
ing or brewing. 

» Buy a bag of cranberries. 

» Wash them really well. 

» Procure a 750-milliliter bottle of London dry 
gin-1 recommend Beefeater, as it’s inexpen- 
sive and not too piney tasting. 

» Mash the cranberries in a glass bowl with 
half a cup of simple syrup (dissolve equal 
parts sugar and boiling water, let cool and 
save some for the cocktail recipe above) and 
scoop into a sterile one-quart canning jar. 
»Add gin. 

»Seal, and keep in a dark, cool place until 
Thanksgiving. 

»To serve, strain the liquid through a mesh 
sieve into a bottle, using a funnel if you have 
one.

Gym Class Heroes 
grow up on new album

Gym Class Heroes have graduated from party 
life to adulthood on their latest album, “The 
Papercut Chronicles II,” a follow-up to their 
first CD after three records of anthems to 
youth, rebellion and just plain having fun. 

Lead singer Travie McCoy said the new album 
represents a sort of coming-of-age for the band 
with songs about moving ahead after lost loves 
and thinking more deeply about topics such as 
how a rock star’s life is not always glamorous. 

“It’s about ... thinking about the bigger pic- 
ture rather than the smaller things,” McCoy 
said. “I’m 30. We’ve all grown up now, some of 
us have kids.” 

Along with McCoy the New York band 
features drummer Matt McGinley guitarist 
Disashi Lumumba-Kasongo and bassist Eric 
Roberts. They released their first official stu- 
dio album, “The Papercut Chronicles” in 2005, 
and from it came one of the band’s best-selling 
singles, “Cupid’s Chokehold.” 

McCoy said that to draw inspiration, the 



band returned to “Papercut Chronicles” and 
looked at how far they had come since the origi- 
nal album. 

“Papercut Chronicles 11 ” includes a fusion 
of sounds including hip-hop, rock and pop on 
tracks like “Solo Discotheque (Whiskey Bit- 
ness),” “Lazarus, Ze Gitan” and the upbeat 
“Stereo Hearts.” 

“We had a sense of urgency in the past re- 
cords. We were young kids searching for a 
sound,” McCoy said. “We wanted to recreate 
not the album, but that sense of hunger.”
